V. 17. « Faith-ward.*' The abstract, "faith" is here put 
for the concrete, " Fwthful One," i. e. Grod, but with much 
more strength and livehness; just as it is much more forcible 
to say, " God is Jove" than to say that He exercises love. The 
Romans had a divinity called *' Fides," or Faith, so that tht 
application of this term to the Divine Being would be anything 
but strange to thoee whom the apostle addressed.

y. 16. TluB verse should be connected with aU the preceding 
future tenses, viz., *' shall perish," " shall be condemned," and 
^ shall be justified." On the other hand, the reader should be 
reminded that the verbs in verses 14 and 15 are aU in the^Tre- 
sent tense, and, therefore, by no means to be connected with 
verse 16. In reading the passage, the voice should not be suf- 
ftfred- to pause from verse 12 down to the end of verse 16.

y . 20. "^ Urim and Thmiunim." Liteiallj ** Knowledge and 
Truth," which words, however, are prohably here to he looked 
on as the Apostle's translation of the Hebrew words ** Urfan " 
and ^ Thnmmim." They would have been translated literally 
in this version, but that the Authorised iias left thmn nntrans- 
lated in the Old Testament, and consequently they would not 
\ax^ been understood. The Septuagint renders them '^ Mani- 
festation and Truth ;" but *< light ** or *" Knowledge" is the 
more correct rendering of " Urim." 

'y. 26. ^ Response." Literally **fonn," as in the authorised 
version. The word " form," however^ (Lat " forma,") was 
ttood to designate an imperial rescript, or response from the 
£mperor upon any matter submitted to his decision. Hence its 
application in the passage before us to the authoritative re- 
sponse of the Divine oracles.
